A new aspect of Gunda was are 
by Mr. Ditmarfs in Ris article. 
“ Gunda,”’ said Mr. Ditmars, ‘is a 
creature of the seasons. \ To say that 
he suffers from captivity -is to quite 
misunderstand. the situation: There are 
aor. elephants and bad elephants. 
me become so utterly bad as to. re- 
quire chains for life. We do not. be- 
lieve Gunda ever will need to be classi- 
fied among the rogue pachyderms: He 
is of high caste, a patrician among éle- 
phants, and is willful and desperate only 
at specific ‘times.”’

AIM OF INDUSTRY INQUIRY 


To Investigate Rockefeller Fund 
from Standpoint of Democracy. 


Frank P, Waish, Chairman of. the 
Federal Industrial Relations Commis- 
sion, which will.resume its hearings in 
this city on Monday at the City Hall, 
explained yesterday the angle at which 
it proposes to take up the investigation 
of the Rockefeller Foundation. The 
aim of the hearing, he’ said, would be 
to consider whether the principles of 
democracy were being respected in the 
great basic industries and. whéther 
Wage earners were receiving a voice in 
determining their working conditions. 

“The men who control our greatest 
industries,” ‘Mr. Walsh ‘went on, “are 
in thany instances the men who are 
most active in promoting philanthropy 
and social betterment work. If their 
record in the management of industry 
shows a belief in.demo¢ratic principles, 
then’ we have nothing to fear, at least 
for the present, in their interest in phil- 
anthropic and educational movements.
